THREAT SENT B\' LETTER 


A threatening letter also was re- 


eived at the "Franks home Saturday. 
Its contents were not made known at 
once, but it was said to be written in 
poor Enslish, much different from the 
style and construction of the original 
ransom letter demanding $10.000 which 
was received on Thursday morning. 


The letter, according to Samuel A. 


Ettelson, attorney and friend of the 
family said, purported to come from 
the kidnapers and threatened death to 
the members of the famliy unless the 
Investigation was stopped. 


A woman had telephoned to the 


house shortly before about a confi- 
dence man with _whom she had been 
intimate, and who, she said, according 
to Mr. Ettelson, had talked about kid- 
naping. This was being investigated, 
be said. 
The police intimated that develop-

Strongest Light 


Directly Over Table

Lighting the table predominantly 


mav be done in \atious ways. Cer- 
tain tvpcs of ceiling fixture?, t!v>se 
which" give direct light, and candle- 
lamps or even portable lamps on 
the table may be employed satis- 
factorily. Well-shaded candle-lamps 
on the iable may be very attractive 
nnd effective. However, they must 
be short, in order that the view of 
Hie diners is not obstructed. Too 
often they are a source of glare. 
When candle-lamps are used on the 
buffet as decorative noits. they 
should be heavily shaded and should 
contain very small lamps, so that 
Ihey are not bright enough to over- 
balance the primary lighting effect. 
Wall brackets should perform the 
same service as cnndle-lamps if 
used in the dining room. 


A portable table lamp will give 
the desired lighting effect. How- 
ever, owing to the fact that the 
pedestal is "apt to obstruct the view 
of the diners, it does not qualify in 
•usefulness here to the extent that 
It does in other rooms. 
A central ceiiins fixture of the 


proper construction is the best solu- 
tion ol the dining room lighting 
T>robleni. The shower, consisting of 
s group of pendent shades, is OD*> 
of the most satisfactory fixtures for 
lighting the dining table among 
those which have been widely in- 
stalled, provided the shades are of 
proper shape and are hung low 
enough. The shades should not be 
more than three feet above the 
table, their lower aperture should 
be small, and they should be deep 
and of dense glass or other mate- 
rial. 
Usually frosted lamps are 


more satisfactory than clear ones. 
The downward light from these 
dense shades is much more power- 
ful than th,e diffused light and 
therefore the table is dominantly 
Illuminated. 
A shower, which is 


quite satisfactory when hung low, 
Is usually very unsatisfactory"when 
hung high. 


The old-fashioned dome gave 
rery good lighting effect but it was 
often so shallow that, when hung 
low enough to conceal the liuht 
source-it obstructed the view of the 
diners. Modern domes have recent 
ly come into n^c but: these are con 
structed to overcome the shortcom 
ings in the old ones. They are 
smaller in circumference, but deep 
er. arrd with the greater luminous 
Intensity of modern lamps, it is pos- 
sible to place the light source high 
in the dome and thus it is shielded 
from the eyes. These domes may 
be of diffusing glassware of a warm 
tint or of parchment or textiles so 
that the light which emerges from 
the sides of the dome is satisfac- 
tory and sufficient for the general 
lighting. 
This fixture should be 


hung low. Generally it is best to 
have its lowest point about two feet 
above the top of the table, but in 
any case the diners should be able 
to look across the table without see- 
Ing the light source. The proper 
hanging height depends upon the 
size" of the dome and the position 
of the light source and it can be 
determined readily by experiment. 


The combination bowl nnd shower 


is quite suitable. 
The pendent 


shades supply the 'direct lighting 
and the bowl the secondary light- 
ing, which may be tinted as desired. 
The dining room Is an excellent 
place for using wall boxes and oth- 
er devices for concealing tinted 
lamps for secondary lighting ef- 
fects. 


The above types of fixture1: are 


more satisfactory thnn other types: 
however, others are installed, such 
as candelabra. 
Individual shades 


or one large shade over all will im- 
prove the lighting effect from can- 
delabra'.' In no case te the lichtinjj 
effect comfortable and satisfactory 
if lamps are not concealed by 
shades. 


Convenience outlets should not be 


forgotten In the dining room. One 
should be available under the din- 
ing table and the latter may be 
wired so as to provid" outlets con- 
venient for appliances and ca 
Jamps. Another should bo near th" 
huffet for connecting ornamental 
portable? and appliance". 
This 


outlet may b" duplex and is usually 
inoi-A convmJmt if I'- 1« at a he 
of HIT"" f""t abovn lh" floor. Other 
convenience outlets may be des 
according Jo the furnishing and 
requirements.

Ventilation Through the Kitchen 


WHY FUSES BLOW Oil! 


By F. B. ADAM 


In order to protect the fixtures 


and appliances o(f your home and 
guard against burning by electrical 
short circuiting, ;t fuse that ha- 
only the &afe carrying capacity ol 
the branch wiring is placed s<> tlia' 
it transmits the current to tlif 
branch wires from the main feeder. 
These fuses are located in a group 
that is knowu as a panel hoard. 


Among great improvements in 


electrical equipment the new Tri- 
umph Type "K" 1'anel Board stands 
out as u V<\il achievement. It was 
selected for the "perfect home," 
which is a feature of the film being 
shoun here this week. This selec- 
tion of the panel board was one of 
considerable importance. 
Of sev- 


eral panel boards on the market 
there was but one which seemed 
to contain all of the improvements 
made in panel board design and 
construction, and this one was so 
far in advance of the others that 
t wa'j selected as a part of any 
>cri;>ct electrical home. 


EASY TO CHANGE A FUSE 


No Odors Can Reach the Other Rooms. 


'vVith the coming of the first 


housfi—a structure of boughs cov- 
ered with clay and sod—the ventila- 
tion was by no means improved 
The fire was built in the center of 
the floor and. as no outlet had been 
provided except through the low 
doorway, the eyes soon tilled with 
smoke and breathing became diffi- 
cult. 


Even in the days o"f the Vikings 


the smoke rose to the rafters <>f 
the great hall, gradually tilling the 
room until someone had the wit to 
cut a hole in the center of the roof 
through which s«me of the smoke 
could escape. 
Oddly enough, this 


undoubtedly. wa«s the origin of the 
present-day chimney, even though 
the chimney as we know it did not 
actually come into existence until 
the Twelfth century. 


Neither Greece nor Rome nor any 


of the older cultures of the East 
had done better than to make use 
of an open grating in the roof. 
Ventilation, or rather the lack of 
It, like many things which we have 
become accustomed to. has stub- 
bornly resisted attempts toward bet- 
terment. At Jhe present time, how- 
ever, people are no longer satisfied 
to be rid of smoke alone. 
The 


chimney has pnnidcd a means for 
disposing of it. 
The odors of cook- 


ing anil the carbon dioxide and 
monoxide are still present, espe- 
cially so In the case of gas and coal 
ranges. We desire most of all to be 
rid of the odors of cooking in the 
other rooms • of 
the house. 
Of 


course the windows can be opened 
to ler in fresh air. hut as a matter 
of fact, they do not provide a good 
means of geitinc rid of tlie foul 
air. Frequently Jhe raising of win- 
dows in the kitchen will seriously 
affect the fire, if not actually blow 
it out. 


The solution, therefore, for these 
•ohlenj' jeeuic not to be the pro- 


viding of additional means <>f !e;- 
ting in fresh air. but rather that 
of providing means for disposing 
of foul air. 


Inasmuch as she kitchen seem*

lors that arc found in the hntne.

the fan installation, is so arranger 
that it automatically opens wiier. 
the fan is in operation. The storm 
sash need not be used except for ex- 
posed locations. It will be found 
that it will only be necessary to 
have the fan in operation about 
three hours a day—an hour durinj. 
the cooking of each of the meals 
The cost will usually not exceec 
tiiree cents a day. except possibly 
on wash day. when it will be foiim* 
desirable to keep the fan running 
practically continuously. An or 
dinary breeze fan is of no use as a 
ventilating fan. because it mercl> 
stirs up the air an-1 does not force 
it out of the room. 


Who has not experienced thf 


smoky furnace or range during th' 
first few hours after the lire has- 
been banked for the night? If some 
method of ventilation is not imme- 
diately provided for. the curtains- 
and in fact the whole interior of 
the hou=o will become coated with 
a fine ash and soot dust. 
A few 


minutes running of jhe exhaust far* 
will remove all traces of smok< 
without fooling off the house bj 
opening the windows. 


The kitchen, which oftentimes 


owing to its location in rcfercnc' 
to the balance of she house. i« cold 
will be found to be as comfortable 
sis any other room in the bou«e 
nftor Jhe exhaust fan >ia« been in- 
stalled. Th" some rule works both 
ways. It will moan a vir.rm kitchen 
in winter and a cool <«ne in summer.

WHAT IS FUNCTION OF 


WHY IT SHOULD BE SAFE

Usually the prospective home 


builder does not give very much at- 
tention to the panel board or fuse 
cabinet to be located in her liome. 
A good many of them do not'even 
know of the existence of a panel 
board until there -had been some 
emergency in which the fuses have 
blown, putting out the lights. 


This is not always due to de 


Fective wiring. As a matter of fact, 
it more often occurs when Individ 
ual circuits are "overloaded." This 
means that two or more articles ol 
electrical consumption are on a cir- 
cuit where the protective fuse is 
not of sufficient capacity to carr.\ 
that much current. 
This greatei 


demand for current melts the little 
lead link which is in the fuse it- 
self, automatically cutting oft the 
ciirrerit—and protecting the wiring it 
sell iroui carrying more than it was 


designed for. With a panel board th- 
\v6m;m merely unscrews the blowi 
fuse and puts in a new one with the 
same ease and nearly in the same 
manner that she would replace a 
burned-old lamp globe. 


Because of this unu&ual safety, it 


is possible to place this panel board 
at a convenient height from' the 
lloor to be reached by anyone of 
average height and located in an 
easily accessible place on either the 
first *or second floor of the home. 
This location permits the main fcec1 
wires to come from the basemen' 
and go to the panel board fron 
which all of the circuits of the 
house are distributed. The ecpnono 
will readily be seen in running ur 
inly two wires from the basement 
instead of all of the wires necessar.x 
to-supply the several circuits ol 
the residence. 
This saving in in- 


stallation and wiring, as well as the 
saving in labor, completely offset-' 
the slightly higher cost of this new 
style of panel. 


THE WATER SOFTENER 


PLENTY OF SOFT WATER 


When you wash in hard ilatcr, the 
lime and magnesia in the water 
combine with the soap, forming 
sticky curd that clogs up the pores 
which Is the reason why hard water 
Is bad for the skin.

A Venetian named "Spinetti" 
is supposed to have invented the 
instrument, and its name to have 
been derived from his, but other 
authorities state that the name 
came into use because crow quills 
or "spines" wcre^used to twang the 
strings of the spinet. 


The spinet was made Sn many 


beautiful styles, reflecting the peri- 
ods through which it passed, and of 
rare and beautiful woods, often In- 
laid and carved by master crafts- 
men. 
Surviving spinets of those 


days are rarely seen now except 
perhaps In a museum. They are 
almost priceless. 


Wlier the Puritans left their

SHOPS OF THE HOME

In the kitchen and basement the 


artificial lighting problem is entire- 
ly utilitarian. 
The chief problem 


is that of equipping these places 
with fixtures, which are so de- 
signed,- located, and equipped with 
proper lamps as to give the proper 
distribution and amount of light 
Industrial and commercial places 
are recognizing the value of ade- 
quate and proper lighting. 
Why 


should we not illuminate the work- 
shops of the home satisfactorily? 
Why should the housewife be handi- 
capped by antiquated lighting con- 
ditions? 


A common error in the kitchen is 


to suspend a combination gus-and- 
electric fixture from the center of 
the celling. Owing to the gas burn- 
er, this must extend considerably 
below the ceiling and is often in 
the way. 
Besides, this low posi- 


tion of the light sources reduces 
their effectiveness, 
because- the 


worker is usually working in her 
own shadow. 
The ceiling-fixture 


should be hung close .to the ceiling, 
so that such shadows on the work 
will be avoided. 
The best type of 


fixture for this room is one of dif- 
fusing glassware which is entirely 
Inclosed. 
To obtain the desired in- 


tensity this should be equipped 
with "either a 100-watt clear lamp 
or a 150-watt daylight lamp. An- 
other fairly satisfactory fixture Is 
the open glass reflector hung at the 
ceiling, and this should be equipped 
with a diffusing or bow-enameled 
lamp.

such-as the stove, work-table and

If the work-places In the 


kitchen have been laid out before- 
hand with an idea of saving "mile- 
age," It is easy to locate the out- 
lets for the secondary fixtures. 


Convenience outlets should not 


be overlooked in the kitchen. Two 
or three, at least one of which is 
duplex, can be utilized very easily. 
One. preferably the duplex one, 
should be near the kitchen table. It 
will be found that it is most con- 
venient to have this one in the wall 
and about three feet above the 
floor." If there is an ironing-board 
in this room, an outlet should be 
provided for the iron. The increas- 
ing use of electric appliances such 
as the dishwasher also emphasizes 
the need for properly located con- 
venience outlets. 


The basement of the house is 


often much neglected from the 
standpoint of artificial light. Usual 
ly a light-source in the center of 
the basement near the beating 
plant is considered suilictent. A 
number of ceiling outlets in the 
basement is really needed ami will 
be appreciated. One near the foot 
of the stairs or on the stairway as- 
sures safety In ascending ami ^de- 
scending: A light-source above "on*. 
end of the laundry trays is very de- 
sirable nnd a 100-watt or a 1"»0 
watt daylight lamp encourages 
good laundry work. Outlets In the 
fuel-bins, toilet and fruit-closet arc 
desirable and indicating switches at 
the entrances of these rooms arc 
convenient

The lighting problems Iri th'c' 


bedroom are both utilitarian and 
esthetic. As in other rooms we^ 
must analyze the room and its ac- 
tivities before we are able to de- 
sign the lighting in the best man- 
ner. First the best arrangement of 
furniture must be determined. 
In 


:he case of new houses this should 
liave been done before the windows 
rt-ere finally located. However, in, 
the average bedroom there is usual- 
y only one good arrangement of fur- 
niture. After we have determined 
the placing of the furniture it is- 
easy to designate the positions of' 
;he lighting units, if certain funda- 
nental principles are recognized 
and understood. 
' 


The lighting at the mirror on the' 
dresser or dressing-table is the first 
and most important problem in the 
>edroom. To adequately and satis- 
factorily illuminate a person before 
a mirror, a light-source should be 
provided at each side of the mirror 
and at a height- slightly above the 
person's face. This lighting elimi-; 
lates shadow annoyances. 
Wall-: 


brackets, brackets attached to the! 
:lresser, or two portable lamps of, 
the proper height may provide this; 
"ighting. 


In the case of the dresser, the 


wall-bracket 
outlets 
should 
bo 


about GO inches above the lloor, and 
i distance of five feet between the 
>rackets is desirable, even though 
the dresser may be less than this In 
width. This distance tends to re- 
luce the glare, but if the shades are 
dense, ocular discomfort is seldom 
experienced in- the~ bedrooms, be- 
cause the ceiling and wall-coverings 
ire usually of light tints. The glare _ 
of a lighting unit increases as the' 
brightness of the background de-' 
creases. A duplex convenience out- 
et bhould be provided for smaller 
dresser lamps • or for brackets if ' 
they" are mounted on the dresser. . 


The 
dressing-table/ should 
be 


treated in the same manner as the 
dresser, but inasmuch as the user, 
is usually seated the brackets may. 
be lower. Here also convcnienco 
outlets should be provided for port- 
ables. It is also well to provide a 
convenience outlet in the bedroom, 
near cither the dresser or the 
dressing-table, and about three feet 
above the lloor. This will provide 
a connection for electrical appli- 
ances. 


Near the head of the bed, or be-. 


twcen the beds in the case of twin-' 
beds, there should be a duplex con-. 
vcnicncc outlet. • A portable table-' 
or floor lamp? or 'a bracket at- 
tached to the bed is both decorative 
and useful in the bedroom. 
This? 


outlet may also be utilized for 
various appliances useful in the 
bedroom. 


The room may be wired for a" 


cent ml ceiling outlet, but a fixture 
at this point docs not provide prop- 
er lighting for important places 
such as the dresser and dressing- 
table. A ceiling fixture, if used,'4 
should be depended ujw>n only for 
general lighting of moderate In-. 
tensity, excepting in very small 
rooms. 
A tinted inverted bowl, 


with possibly an appropriate hand- 
painted design, is a desirable unit 
for this purpose. 
Another unit 


which may be equipped with a dec- 
orative- Miadc harmonizing with the 
drajjcries or wall-coverings is one; 
employing textile shades. 


The clothes closets should he

Human Body Is Unreliable Judge 


of Temperature. 


A thermometer in the home plays 


the same part that the speedomotei 
plays in the car. The thermometer 
indicates the speed of coal con- 
sumption and points the danger sig- 
nal for health. 


The human body is so unreliable 


when it comes to detecting temper- 
ature. that we need the thcnnometet 
ro prevent us from arbitrarily rais- 
ing or lowering the temperature ot 
the house to suit someone individ- 
ual. thereby very likely subjecting 
the remainder of the family to a 
temperature either too hot or too 
cold for comfort or health. 


Without a. thermometer the ten 


deney is to gradually increase the 
temperature in the house up to the 
point where it is actually danger- 
out. On going outdoors from such 
a temperature, Ihe body is sub- 
jected to a very sudden chance. 
Occasionally we run across individ 
uals who seem to require a. lower 
temperature 
for 
comfort 
than 


others. In fact they are unaware of 
how cold the house becomes. They 
subject, not only themselves, but 
the balance of the family to danger- 
ous exposure if the home is with- 
out a thermometer. 


Tlie proper tcutpcr.il tire for the 


living room is approximately <»S 
degrees, but it should be under- 
stood. of course, that this means 
that a proper humidity should also 
be secured. The house of l<5 de- 
grees with proper humidity feels 
as warm as one at T." degrees, but 
lacking in moisture. 


ItighJ at this point it is well to 


consider the matter of humidity. 


Humidity in the Home. 


' Many manufacturers of furnaces 
an- careful to state on the direction 
card which accompanies the furnace 
that a proper degree of humidity 
is as necessary as a proper degree 
of heat. In spite "f this it is very 
rare that proper pre<-autions are 
taken to secure this humidity.

The Refrigerator Must Be Understotd. 


There is no more important ar- 
icle of furniture in the home than 
he family refrigerator. 
No other 


rticle has such a vital duty to per- 
win. No other article can work so 
inch harm, or waste more money, 
lan an inferior refrigerator. And 
et the refrigerator is the most neg- 
ecteil part of the home equipment. 


Purity and Sanitation.

A Forgotten Spot. 


But out in the back part of the

Is not 
he safe, healthful preservation of 
his food after we buy it just as ini- 
lortant as the selection of the food 
tself? 


Yet what are the facts? In four 


ionics out of live a refrigerator is 
n use which is little better than a 
kitchen cabinet—with the natural 
esults—food often spoils, germs 
Continually multiply, until the rc- 
'rigerator Is in such condition that 


ly prevent this exchange of heat 
and cold through the wall takes 
costly material and the highest 
grade o£ workmanship. The refrig- 
erator walls will range in thick- 
ness from two inches to live inches. 


Naturally those that approach the 


maximum thickness tend to give 
the purchaser the greatest assur- 
ance of good insulation. 
Where 


wood parts are used it is important 
that they be well seasoned «nd 
grooved. 


Insulation. 


Some of the best refrigerators on 


the market use cork as their" insu- 
lation material, but owing to the 
fact that cork is quite expensive, 
the poorer grades of refrigerators 
use substitutes. A poorly seasoned 
refrigerator door soon warps and 
cracks, letting the heat through. A 
poorly insulated refrigerator door 
permits of a certain amount of con- 
densation on its surface. This soon 
warps and cracks the door and 
hastens its rapid breakdown. Who 
has not experienced the aggrava- 
tion of a refrigerator door tiiat will 
not close tightly? 


•Bry Air Circulation. 


Cleanliness and coldness, as ire 


have explained, are essentials to 
proper refrigeration. 
So is dry- 


ness. A dry atmosphere in the re- 
frigerator is as necessary as cold- 
ness. In a. refrigerator with poor 
or scanty circulation the contents 
are always becoming damp, moist 


t would be condemned as danger- 
ous to the family welfare if in- 
spected by the family physician or 
my health otlicial. 


The aim of refrigeration Is the 
:eeping of food fresh, wholesome 
ind safe. The three things which 
iccomplish this are coldness, dry- 
icss and cleanliness. So that the 
;ood 
refrigerator—the 
one

•eally want and should have—is 
lie one affording absolute cleanli- 
ness, maximum coldness and dry- 
ness.

Proper Insulation. 


Not only ifiust one think of the 


ippcaraiice and sanitary possibili- 
ies «f the refrigerator when buy- 
ng. but one must trive fully as 
great consideration t" the insula- 
ion. It must h<* borne in mind <>n 
Jhe "ne. hand that Jo secure tho 
iroprr degree of cold it is neccs- 
«.iry t« melt the ice. Theoretically 
refrigerators could bo inadi* that 
would melt very little ire. On the 
other hatiO. this condition would 
[trobalily imply a refrigerator in 
which the temperature, nt least for 
the food, would he entirely too 
high. Why? 


A circulation of air is necessary.

and moldy. Dryness cures all these 
things. 


The cold air from the melting ice 


drops from the bottom of the re- 
frigerator, passing through large 
openings in the compartment. As 
is passes it grows slightly warmer. 
It then rises, getting still warmer 
through contact with the food until 
it reaches the top of the refrigera- 
tor where it passes on back into 
the ice chamber and over and 
around the ice. Here it again be- 
comes cold and starts on its jour- 
ney once more. The process is re- 
peated over and over again, thus 
forming a complete and continuous 
rotation of the entire atmosphere 
within the refrigerator. As the cold 
air makes the circuit of the refrig- 
erator it takes up moisture from 
the food and carries it to the ice 
chamber where, owing to the fact 
that the ice is colder than Ihe air. 
moisture is deposited on the-ice 
cake or side of the brine tank 
(where mechanical refrigerator is 
used) and passes off as waste 
through the drain pipe. This is 
merely taking advantage of na- 
ture's law which stales that mois- 
ture condenses upon any cold sur- 
face. In the case of the refrigerator 
the ice is the coldest object in the 
refrigerator. Therefore 
the con- 


densation takes place on it. even 
though it may appear at llrst glance 
that the ice is already laden with 
moisture. In a refrigerator having 
gooil air circulation, as a matter of 
test, it should be possible to keep 
lettuce, butter, milk, sugar, salt 
and crackers in as good condition 
as when they were put in. Sugar, 
salt and crackers should come out 
just as crisp as when put in. 


Pointers on Refrigeration. 


T.ikc the furnace the refricerator 


must be fed fuel. In one case it 
is coal, the other ice. There is a 
difference. 
1 owover. in what the 


furnace an«l refrigerator do for you 
in return for this service. 
Never 


allow the ice to set low. I<oft-overs 
and marketing should he put away 
in suitable containers so as to avoid 
spilling and spoiling. The contents 
of the refrigerator should be ex- 
amined every day.. Never allow 
the left-overs to reach the sjwiiled 
stage. Anything that has an objec- 
tionable odor should be removed 
from the refrigerator as the other 
foods, particularly milk and butter, 
will, take up these odors. 


The milk, especially baby's milk, 


butter and cream should lw put in 
Jhe coin|«nrtment under the ice or 
as near the ice as jMnJsible. I^eave 
-pace around each container «-o as 
to allow for a free circulation of 
.-old air. Nevor under any «Ton: 
erajlon put lioj «.r wnnn foods into' 
the refrigerator. wMlow them to c«»»l 
I.e-forc putting tlicm in.

ANOTHER USE FOR 


BUILDING BOARD 


Using a Portion of Your Basement 


for a Vegetable Cellar.1 


As already covered in another 


arlicle, building board makes au 
ideal insulating material for con- 
structing a cold cellar for 
vege- 


tables. In providing such a cold 
room for the* vegetables, it is not 
necessary to use more than a por- 
tion of the cellar. 


In partitioning off a portion of 


the cellar it is a good plan to take 
the northeast or northwest corner 
where there is no window, aud after 
deciding the amount of space thai 
is needed, erect 2x4 studs at inter- 
vals equal to one-half the width' ot 
the wallboard. The 2x4 should be 
arranged so that the wallboard can 
be attached to the two-inch faces, 
making a double wall, and leaving 
a four-inch space between walls.' 


By doing this a dead-air space is 


provided for between the two-wall 
surfaces 
which effectually main- 


tains a lo\v temperature in the vege- 
table room. A thermometer should 
be placed in this room within plain 
sight and an electric light globe 
hung so that it can be reached as 
soon as you enter the dcorway. 


A fresh-air intake should be pro- 


vided near the ceiling of the room 
so that fresh air can be taken from 
outdoors. A foul-air outlet should 
also be provided, but in this case a 
tube should be constructed to run 
from the foul-air exhaust opening 
down to the lloor, leaving an open- 
ing near the floor. This can be con- 
structed by 
< reeling two 2x4's 


about twelve inches apart next to 
the outside wall, and tacking1 wall- 
board lo the two-inch faces, leaving 
an opening at the top to exhaust 
outdoors through an opening in the 
side of the house. Both the fresh-* 
air intake and .the foul-air outlet 
should be provided with copper 
screening and trap doors. The trap 
doors can be operated from within 
the cold cellar by means of cords. 


As many shelves as needed can 


be erected, also bins for- the vege- 
tables. The bins shouUl'be elevated 
from the floor about four inches by 
standing 2 x 4's on edge.

It would not do at all 
to put linoleum in a room in which 
the color scheme and pattern of 
the linoleum is out of harmony, for 
by so doing, undue attention would 
be called to the linoleum as a dis- 
cordant element. This would tend 
to cheapen the impression of the 
linoleum. 


Handled in perfect harmony with 
the surroundings, it becomes a part 
and parcel of the room, and in so 
doing, by its very harmony, sug- 
gests that it was the only material 
which could have been used.

SHOULD PROVIDE VARIETY 


IN LIGHTING EFFECTS 


Dining Room and Living Room Require 


Lighting to Suit Various Moods 


and Occasions. 


By M. LUCKIESH 


Activities in a living room vary 


from those iiuiet occasions when a 
restive mood is desired to those 
when a. joj-ous company is gath- 
ered. Surely the same lighting ef- 
fect'is not desirable for these two 
extremes. 
To provide only the 


monotonous lighting -which is the 
result of simple ceiling fixtures and 
generally inadequate equipment, is 
to limit the possibilities of lighting 
and to insure oissatisf-ictlon. 
It 


should be the aim in designing the 
.viring and in selecting the fixtures 
ro obtain a variety of lighting cf- 
tects. in order that lighting may do 
its share toward providing the 
proper environment for various 
moods and occasions. In fact, after 
a home is decorated and furnished, 
lighting is the only element having 
•sufficient mobility to provide ex- 
onsive variety in the appearance 
jf, the 


The Living Room. 


The function of (he ceiling fix- 


ture in the living room Is to pro- 
vide general lighting. The fixture 
should be inconspicuous and hung, 
close to the ceiling so that'll will 
be out of th« field of vision. 
A 


bright, glaring spot, viewed contin- 
uously, is extremely uuc<»mfortable. 
To relieve this discomfort the fix- 
ture should be equipped with dense 
diffusing shades of such shape that 
the light sources are concealed. In 
a large living room sometimes two 
ceiling 
fixtures 
are 'necessary. 


Then; arc occasions when general 
lighting is desired, but to sit for 
hours each evening under a flood of 
light cannot In- cii.K>.vable. 
Such 


lighting dues not supply the pleas- 
ure of subdued and localized light 
so desirable for reading'and rest- 
ing. 
Therefore 
ceiling 
tixturcs 


should be limited to providing gen- 
eral lighting and portable lamp- 
should be available for the quiet 
hours in the living room. 


Owing to their position, wall

The death rate of Infants who are 


breast fed for the first months of life 
{3 much lower than among babies who 
:iro artificially fed during this period. 
If every mother realized how perilous 
the first months after birth are to her 
infant, and how great a protection 
breast feeding is, few babies would be 
artificially fed, and, as a result, the 
number of jnCant deaths would bo 
greatly lessened. 


Practically every mother with proper 


instruction as(to the caro of her own 
health, can nurse her baby and thus 
provide him the food exactly adapted 


to hip needs. Only protracted mater- 
nal illness of an Infectious nature 
should prevent her from nursing her 
baby. 


BREAST MILK 


The first secretion of the breasts, 


called "colostrum," is a thick, yellow- 
ish fluid which Is adopted to the first 
needs of the baby. It is Important to 
put the baby to the breast at regular 
intervals, as this stimulates the pro- 
duction of true milk. 
«* 


Colostrum changes gradually Into 


true milk, which is thinner and bluer. 
Usually the milk flow Is well estab- 
lished after a week. 


As tho child grows the amount of 


milk secreted gradually Increases In 
response to his demands. At the 'be- 
ginning of a nursing1 some milk ia In 
the breast, but most of it i« actually 
formed during the act of nursing. The 
quantity which the baby contains at 
a feeding depends largely on the vigor, 
strength, and persistence with which 
the infant sucks. Emptying tho breast 
completely by regular nursing helps 
more than anything else to produce 
the milk. 


The amount and quality of milk pro- 


duced depends not only upon the de 
mar.ds of the baby, but also on the 
diet and hygiene of the mother. 


The length of the period 
during 


which the mother produces milk var- 
ies considerably. 
Women of certain 


races nurse their babies much longer 
than others; also, circumstances may 
lengthen or shorten this period. Many 
women can nurse their babies at least 
a year but .the average( Infant usually 
needs additional food after the sixth 
month, although if gaining- satisfac- 
torily this may not be necessary be- 
fore the eighth or ninth month.

United States, the ease with which it 
is combined with other materials and 
ruggedness of brick construction com- 
bine to make It a favorable material.

struction which should Insur* dura- 
bility. Th« covered entry porch and 
the variations In the windows are 
largely responsible for the- pleasing 
exterior.

Many different periods of history, 


some reaching back hundreds of 
years before Chris*., are represented 
In specimens of stone being assem- 
bled by the Indiana Limestone Quar- 
rymen's association, says an Associa- 
ted Press dispatch from Bedford, Ind.

ready obtained Is the collection of 
stone furniture and tablets recently 
dug from the tomb of Te-1-El-Amrana

Egypt Exploration society, for exhibi- 
tion during the spring conferences of 
architects and builders. 


An effort is being made to obtain 


limestone specimens from the oldest 
known building in the world, recent- 
ly uncovered at Tel-El-Obeid, Baby- 
ionla. four miles from Ur. of Biblical 
fame. Reports to the association de- 
clare this find has moved the ancient 
history of Babylonia back 
another 


thousand years. 
The building, dis- 


covered by the ioint expedition of 
the British museum and the Univer^ 
slty of Philadelphia, is declared to 
be more than 6,000 years old. 
Re- 


markable carvings cl animals done in 
limestone, mosaics and even artificial 
flowers of Stone are ircluded In the 
find. 


TO BEAUTY 


Care of Ferns Requires Little 


Time and They Add Splendid 


Home Touch . 


An Indoor fernery is always inter- 


esting, presenting, at It does, at all 
seasons many tints of green from the 
tender new fronds to the older and 
more matured. 
From early March, 


growth becomes abundant, asd It is 
then that work begins with remov- 
ing most of tho exhausted fronds of 
that ever useful adlantum cuneatum. 
so that the new growth may 
have- 


spac« to d»veloj>. and any division or 
repotting of plants may ba carried 
out befor* they ere too far advanced 
In growth. 


It is unnecessary to repot each 


year—In tact, many of our choicest 
varieties axe better left alone when 
thriving successfully—a. removal of 
the surface soil with a pointed stick 
and a- top dressing of good loam and 
peat sufficing in 
many 
Instances. 


These maiden-hair ferns do remark 
bly well In quite small pots, even 
thumbs proving most useful where 
much furnishing has to be done. 
young seedlings doing the best. Es- 
tablished plants after a few years be- 
come exhausted H the center 
and 


need division, retaining the outer 
portion for any increase in stock. 
Fairly firm potting Is essential 
to 


success. 


LIGHT SHADE IS HELPFUL 


A, light shade is very beneficial to 


moet of the ferns srown under glass 
but it should be used only during 
bright weather from March until well 
Into September. 
Free 
ventilation, 


too. Is most important during the hot 
days especially toward 
the 
early 


autumn so as to gst the fronds well 
hardened for cutting, and as growth 
extends and newly potted plants flll 
their pots with roots a weak stimul- 
ant such as sootwater should b» ap- 
plied once a week. 


The above remarks apply to the 


maiden-hair fern principally. 
but 


there are many others that adopt 
themselves to similar treatment, such 
as Pterises, Nephrolepis, DavalUas, 
etc. Green-fly, thrip and' brown scale 
are the cliief insects that attack ferns 
under glass. Light fumigation will 
rid them of the two former, but care 
Is needed or the fronds of adiantums, 
especially A. Farlayense. take on a 
brown appearance and their beauty 
is spoiled. 


Heavy overhead sprinkling should 


be avoided, but plenty of damping 
done between the pots, walls and 
walks. A few flowering plants Intro- 
duced among the ferns especially dur- 
ing the winter set tl-,e others off to

These should 
be potted Up as soon as large enough.

Manufacturers of furniture, for In-

finishing the interiors or homes and 
other buildings, also. Is constantly 
becoming nwo difficult to procure 
•xcept at almost prohibitive prices, 
because of th« wasteful use of wood 
in tho past. 


The United States, which a hun- 


dred years ago was virtually covered 
with virgin timber with the excep- 
tion of the prairie region, today la 
almost stripped of Its forests 
Sec- 


ond-growth Umber Is Inadeo.uate to 
meet the country's needs if lumber Is 
to b« us«d for all building purposes. 
Conservation and reforestation 
pro- 


grams hav= ccm» too late to remedy 
fully the earier wasting of the forests. 


In Europe conservation of timber 


has been practiced for hundreds of 
years. Cutting of undersized trees 
has been prohibited and every care 
taken to utilize the available wood 
without waste. 


Europe ha« lor.g ago resorted to 


masonry for house construction, for 
economy's sake, and now uses this 
type- exclusively for its city homes. 
This policy has been, instrumental in 
holding the European, flre loss to a 
mlnlmuTi. In .comparison, the Ameri- 
can practice, with a fire loss many 
times that of Europe." has teen to 
use the less durable and lesa fire-re- 
sisting materials for home building. 


Now American builders ars striv- 


ing wherever possible to 
substitute 


some form of masonry construction 
—stone, brick or concrete—to con- 
serve Treed, as Europeans have- don« 
for hundreds of years.

The contract—the next consider- 
ation after selecting the lot—is" a 
point that should be carefully 
handled.

This permits you to 
have" the title searched for flaws 
and claims against the property. 
After completing the sale be sure 
to have the deed recorded with the 
county authorities. If you wish you 
can have your title insured against 
future claims which may arise, due 
to undiscovered defects in title. It 
is absolutely necessary that your 
title be clear if you hope to borrow 
money on your property.

FINISHING OAK FLOORS 


, Few Practical Hints Which Will 
Enable You to Keep Your Floors 


in Perfect Condition. 


The finishing of an oak floor is 
most important feature, involving 
c»st. color aud finish desired. Per- 
sonal taste and artistic or decora- 
he effects wished are the guides 
or the lloor finisher. 
First—Treat the floor with a 


paste filler of desired tone, to fill 
ip the pores and crevices. To thin 
he filler for application, one has 
a choice of using turpentine, ben- 
zine, wood alcohol or gasoline to 
get the right consistency. Xcvcr 
use a liquid filler. When the gloss 
las left the tiller rub off with ex- 
celsior or cloth, nibbing against the 
grain of the wood. This will make 
i perfectly smooth and level sur- 
'ace. It keeps out dirt and forms 
a good foundation, which is the 
teynote of successful floors. Al- 
ow the filler twelve hours to set 
or dry. Then apply two coats of 
white shellac before applying the 
wax treatment. When varnish is 
o be used, give one coat of filler 
and one or t«o coats of varnish. 


Either a wax or varnish finisl 


may be used. The wax finish is 
. referred by many, due to economj 
and ease of renewing places thai 
«how wear. The renewing may be 
easily applied by housekeeper or 
servant. 


WAX FINISTT—The best method 


of applying the wax is t" take 
-•heesecloth and double it to get 
idded thickness: then fold Into 
sort of bag. Put a handful of floor 
wax inside and go over the sur 
'ace thoroughly. It will be fount 
hat the wax works through the 


of the ches-secloth and gives 


an c\en coating over the floor. 


VARXISH FINISH—This is usu 


ally more expensive than the wax 
finish, but it gives a very hard sur 
face, which at the same time i 
elastic. One or two coats shoulc 
be applied after the application o 
the paste filler. Any of the stant 
ard hardwood flooring varnishes 
ivill give good results. 
To a lover of w-oods nothing 


could be nif>re beautiful than an 
oak floor. It satisfies all the de- 
mands' as regards permanency, 
wearing qualities and beauty. It 
ends a sense of pattern to the 
bare floor and makes of the floor 
itself a distinct element in the dec- 
orative scheme of the home. 
A wood of less noticeable grain 


tends in some cases to become mo- 
notonous owing to its absence of 
pattern and variation in tone. 
By following the suggestions as! 


outlined above, one is assured ot] 
very gratifying results. 


The radish has been cultivated In 


gardens since remote times. The 
Greeks served it on gold plates in 
sacrifices to Apollo. Pliny tells of 
radishes in Rome that weighed 40 
pounds. It was introduced in Eng- 
land In 1500.

shortening the season to maturity, 
and quick growth has been accom- 
panied by a shortening of the root, 


tlons. which f«»r radishes Include a 
rich, loose soil, plenty of water and 
cool weather. They cannot be 
grown in our summer.". 


Market gardeners usually avoid 


these sprinters of the radish tribe, 
and sow such second oarlies as 
Early Scarlet Globe, which matures 
in U3 days, and Scarlet Turnip 
White Tip. which takes 28 days to 
mature. IJoth of these remain edible 
longer before turning pithy. • 


The older type of long radish, 


with-a tapering root, matures In 
from ,'!0 to -J5 days, and remains a 
corresponding time without becom- 
ing pithy, so these are relied upon 
for producing a succession of crops 
in the garden. The most popular 
'ong variety for home garden use is 
rclcle. maturing in !U) days, somc- 
imes reaching five and one-half 
nches in length. All radishes. Jt 
nust be understood, may be eaten 
before they mature, and In the 
uonie garden are to be preferred so. 


There- are globe-shaped radishes 


•>{ longer season, growing much 
arger than the early types, such 
is Crimson Giant, maturing In 32 
lays, and White Box, maturing 4n 
,55 days, and growing to two and 
one-half inches in diameter. White 
Strasbourg is a long white summer 
variety growing large, and matur- 
ing in 40 days, and Chartler is a 
still later and larger red for hot 
weather growing. 


THE ATTACHED GARAGE 


Some of the Advantages That Are 


Possible From an Attached 


Garage. 


At the present time there is prob- 


ably no one influence that affects 
home building so much as the au- 
tomoble. With the automobile have 
'come conveniences little dreamed 
of a few years ago. 
The attached garage is but a nat- 


ural outgrowth of circumstances. 
The automobile has come to stay. 
The advantages of 1m ing the gar- 
age as close to the living quarters 
as possible are obvious. The disad- 
vantages of the detache.-l garage 
are equally obvious. Anyone who 
has had experience in the matter 
knows how the detached garage 
makes necessary added expense 
and cutting up of the back yard and 
spoiling of the garden. The prob- 
lem has always been one of finding 
a place for the garage most acces- 
sible to the house and yet inter- 
fering to the least possible degree 
with the arrangement of the yard 
and the garden space. With the 
garage planned as a part of the 
house, n layout is made possible- 
that is at once orderly am! conveni- 
ent and at a reduction in cost. 


Time was when the detached 
garage was an absolute necessity. 
Like all new developments the auto 
craze ran faster than home build- 
Ing and. for the ttme being at least, 
attached garages were out of the 
question. 
This article, therefore, 


pertains more to home building 
from now on. 
The attached garace. because of 


its construction, saves one wall, 


bonrd with cement plaster. From 
the stapdpolnt of cost, the cement 
plaster is much to be preferred over 
concrete, being only about half a9 
expensive. In addition the garage, 
which has a direct connection with 
the house must have a fireproof door 
and be equipped with a fusing link. 
This link wilt fuse and allcnt of tlio 
automatic closing of the door in 
case the temperature rises beyond 
tho danger point. In some cases 
this specification of the under- 
writers has been compiled with by 
having a separate entrance to the 
garage and house, covered by a 
common canopy. 


Many other adventapes nre to ho 


associated with the attached gar- 
age, such as, for instance: conveni- 
ence and comparatively low cost of 
heating. 
The unattached ganego 


must have its separate heating 
plant as a rule, and usually even 
then the temperature is so low in 
the winter time that starting the 
car is difficult. The cost of heat- 
ing the attached garage is much 
less owing to the fact that it is ac- 
cessible to the heating plant, and 
having, possibly, only two walls ex- 
posed to the weather.

lot is entirely eliminated. The yard 
is left intact, and the garden is not 
encroached upon.

These are all questions that must 
o^cur to every home owner. While 
the fire department Is rushing to 
your assistance there are several 
minutes in which jou can do some- 
thing. In this time, perhaps, you 
could extinguish a small fire_ with 
your own hands, if equipped in the 
proper manner. 


There are more burglaries in 
homes than there are fires, yet it 
would be a discouracing proposition 
to tind a home not safeguarded with 
n cun of some sort to protect 
acainst the thief, people are but 
hezinninz to appreciate «he neces- 
sity of installinc «,iiiek-to 
fire extinrruifrhers in their homes. 
More than is.noo i|VeS arc de- 
strotr.fi annually by fire, the cause (value 
of which is mostly carelessness and i 
lack «f preparedness Karh year 
in the TTnited States l.VOO lives 
are lost and lo.f**) persons serious- 
ly injured by fire. Last year almost 


The seed should be sown in the 


imuse in Man'h «r early April, 
is coarse and easily handled. 
«hould be placed about two inches 
apart in the seed box if the grower 
does not wish to go to the trouble 
of several transplanting*! br-fore the 
weather is sufficiently settled to set 
the plants in the open ground.

A house is not a home until It i? 


Some people desiring a quick 


show will plant quite densely, for- 
getting that within a short time it 
will be necessary to transplant if 
not actually throw away much of 
the original planting. This is not 
only injurious, setting back the 
remainder of the planting, but it 
Interferes with the general scheme 
for some time to come. 


By consulting with a reliable 


landscape gardener you can usually 
got an idea of the fundamentals of 
the proposition and can judge as 
to the compartive rapidity of the 
growth of the plants. Color scheme 
also enters into the matter and 
must be anticipated. A good land- 
scape gardener is able ten. twenty 
or thirty years in advance to paint 
a picture with his planting which 
none but himself can see until the 
full maturity of his scheme. This 
docs not mean, however, that every 
one must wait for that period of 
time to see the result of his labors. 
Character 
of 
Home 
Influences 


Planting. 


Tliis does not refer merely to the 
architectural design of the house, 
but quite as well to the occupants, 
of your home. You must consider1 
the individual tastes of the mem- 
bers of your family, the climatic 
conditions, the size of your lot, 
and the type of the house that you 
have built. The available cash that 
you have to put into planting must 
also be considered. Do not think 
of the house and grounds separate- 
ly when planting. They have n 
definite relationship and are inter- 
dependent one upon the other. You 
are striving for an effect with trees, 
shrubs and other plants instead of 
paint. You haveswhat an artist 
calls composition to consider. By 
this is meant color and line as well 
as main accent. There are fads In 
planting as well as in everything 
else; therefore do not be governed 
by passing fancy. Fundamentals 
will always be the same. 
It is generally much safer to 


place comparatively low bushes 
and plants next to the house, re- 
serving the higher planting for the 
outskirts of your lot with here and 
there a tree to break up the mo- 
notony and expanse of the lawn. 
Large trees next to the house are 
>biectionable both for artistic and 
irchitectural reasons. Limbs rub- 
,)ing against the house and break- 
ing off and falling on the roof, con- 
stitute an expense and menace. By 
properly arranging your landscape 
gardening an artistic effect cnn be 
produced for both fcuuuuer and win- 
ter.In planting shrubbery and flow- 
ers next to the house it Is well to 
think of them as a medium for 
tying the hoase and the lawn to- 
gether. It makes possible a blend- 
ing of house and grounds. 
Planting According to Plan. 


One of the first considerations is 
to plan definitely as to what your 
landscape effect will be. It is pos- 
sible that you will use n present 
tree as a keynote of your plan. Con- 
sider your back yard as well as 
your front yard. Do not think of 
home planting as only a pastime 
and chance affair. 
The grounds 


can be planted with hardy shrubs 
and trees from time to time as you 
have available funds nnd time, and 
if you follow a-well thought-out 
plan, the final effect, as well as the 
steps leading up to that, will be 
pleasing. A hit-or-miss plan, on the 
other hand, Is bound to result in a 
hit-or-miss appearance. Good taste 
in the selection of color is as ira- 
oortant in arranging flowers against 
house and shrubbery as in any- 


rhing else. Both contrast and color 
inrmony must bo considered. A 
background of foliage is Ideal 
against which to set flowers. Avoif 
curiously shaped flower beds, ant', 
under no circumstances cut up the 
lawn with numerous beds. -The 
lawn itself is a thing of beauty am 
does not require to he enhanced bj 
spotty blotches of flower beds al" 
over its surface. Reserve the flow 
jcrs. therefore, for the margins. The 
I back yard offers possibilities equa 
I to those of the front yard and ran 
be a combined flower and vegetabl 
garden and lawn. 
Suggestions Regarding the Lawn. 
The soil should be well nourished 
especially so the top soil. In man 
cases the cellar dirt is deposited on 
top of the natural soil nnd it be- 
comes necessary to redress with 
fertile soil. If possible while the 
excavation Is being done for yon 
house, see to it that the top sol 
taken off the cellar is deposited In 


furnished. It might also be said 
that a house is not a hymc until 
the landscapo gardening is well un- 
der woy. The work and the ex- 
pense of beautifying the grounds 
surrounding the house are more 
than n-pnid by the increase in valu- 
ation. This, of rourse, is assuming 
that y-u follow wise counsel in 
your planting and adhere to a well 


FRAMING AND HANGING 


OF THE PICTURES 


Pictures Largely Responsible for Creating Home 


Atmosphere 


Henry Ward Beecher expressed 


he value of pictures very nicely 
when he said: "A house without 
pictures is like a body without a 
soul." 
The framing and the hanging of 


pictures, while seeming to suggest 
wo distinct and separate subjects, 
can In reality be covered under one 
subject-head. 
We shall, however, 


reat them as two. 
The very function of walls—that 
)t protection and isolation—makes 
t desirable to do something to 
make the w alls seem less a rcstric- 
lon. Pictures most ideally serve 
his purpose. They make possible 
he exercise of one's imagination, 
taking It to spaces beyond. 


The story is told of a certain 


highly artistic individual who be- 
•ame so enamored of a certain view 
rom th'e site of his future home 
hat he decided that he would per- 
etuate the view. Therefore, while 
he masons nnd carpenters were 
vorking on the house, they left an 
iblong opening which was later 
rained. Approaching the opening, 
one was invariably deluded into 
hinking that he was looking at a 
painting on the wall. _ 


While most of us are not so for- 


unate in the way of natural land- 
capes, yet pictures serve precisely 
he same purpose. 
They furnish 


points of interest, giving the Imagi- 
nation full exercise, and keeping 
us from feeling the confinement of 
he walls, 
uggestions for the Framing of 


Pictures. 


Tliis Is a subject regarding which 


much can be said and little under- 
stood. Many generalities can be 
iven which would only serve to 


confuse most of us. However, 
here are a few basic principles 
vhich can be set down for our 
guidance. 
The wall and the picture must 
both be considered when framing, 
t is possible to frame a picture in 
perfect good taste, and yet create 
. feeling of discord when placed 
gainst the wall. This is owing to 
be fact that the frame which con- 
titutes the division line between 
he picture and the wall is only in 
larmony with one of the elements. 
The wall should always be looked 
upon as a background, a thing 
vhich must be reckoned with when 
raining. • 


Coming back to our subject— 


paintings in color should usually be 
ramed In dull gold, the width, 
depth and design of the frame de- 
ermined by the wall and character 
)t the painting. For illustration: 
\ picture strong in action and color 
usually requires a heavier frame 
ban one of rather quiet color and 
subdued action, and flat tones. 
Therefore a picture of great depth 
of perspective should be surround- 
ed by a rather deep frame. 


It is wrong to assume that only 
good results in framing can be at- 
ained by the use of cxpensivt 
irames. Some of the world's mosi 


sldered as a rery closely knitted 
unit. In such cases the woodwork 
and the frames of the pictures have 
been made of the same wood and 
finished in the siime manner. The 
mats, If mats were used, were of 
the same color as the wall. One 
notable example comes to the 
writer's mind where the woodwork 
and picture frames, being of oak, 
were, stained to a neutral gray 
somewhat darker than," the walls. 
Such a plan, however, is very dan- 
gerous unless one happens-to be a 
connoisseur of ar^and can select 
paintings with a view toward such 
an arrangement. 
Framing Black and White and 


_^ 
Photographs. 


When framing black and white 


pictures such as etchings and 
photographs, it is usually safer to 
frame with rather narrow molding 
of a neutral tint, the depth and 
tint depending almost entirely upon 
the wall color and the tone of the 
picture. 
Obviously a picture of 


dark tones framed rather close and 
hanging on a light wall would not 
look well if framed in a light gray. 
On the other hand a very light pic- 
ture hanging against the same wall 
would not require, necessarily, a 
dark frame. 


A contrasty black and white pic- 
ture. owing to its strength, will 
stand a somewhat wider frame than 
a more delicate .creation. Avoid 
frames in all cases whether for oil 
paintings or for black and white 
pictures that attract attention to 
themselves because of their lack 
of harmony or unusual design. 


When framing photographs, es- 


pecially portraits of a warm brown 
or sepia tint, it is usually safe to 
use a narrow, carved, gray-gold 
frame, providing the wall surface is 
also quite warm in color. 


Japanese prints, because of their 


delicacy of line and yet great con- 
trast of tone and color, require 
quite distinctive treatment. Black 
is used to such a large extent In 
most Japanese prints that, the 
frame must be treated as a part of 
the design and should be quite 
dark, if not actually black. Usual- 
ly it is preferable to use a mat 
between the frame and the print. 
There is very little feeling of per- 
spective In the average Japanese 
print; therefore, the mat and frame 
should be kept flat to harmonize. 


Hanging of Your Pictures. 


Experience has proven that the 
best place to hang most of our pic- 
tures is in the attic. It is mostly" 
a question of elimination. 


Overcrowding pictures on the 


wall is perhaps one of the worst 
sins that can be committed as re- 
sards Interior arrangements. Bear 
in mind that what you are really 
trying to do is to establish points of 
interest that will relieve the mo- 
notony of your walls. 'While har- 
mony of color and tone must be 
considered when hanging pictures. 
it is «i hardly less importance to 
consider caretully the subject mat? 


along a rigid horizontal line, yet la 
the case of a landscape, especially 
where the horizon Is quite pro* 
nounccd, It Is well to hang the pic- 
ture so,that the horizon is about 
on a level with the average per- 
son's eyes when he Is standing up. 
Oil paintings are usually hung so 
that they can tilt forward, thus pro* 
venting the reflection on the glossy 
oil surface, which, if the-plctare is 
hung vertically, would prove very 
objectionable. 
In art galleries 


where the lighting is favorable the 
paintings are hung flush. 


Photographs, water colors, etch- 


ings, Japanese prints, and other art 
productions, lighter In tone and not 
painted with a glossy paint should 
be hung flat against the wall. In 
such cases any one of the number 
of hangers on the market for flush 
hanging can be used.

The Window Is an Expression of 


Your 
Individuality,

In planning window draperies, 
the points to be considered are ,. 
these: the shape and size of the 
windows; the amount of light in 
the room; the coloring of the walls 
and furnishings; the kind of ma- . 
terial best suited to each room's 
use and its furniture. 


If the windows are tall and nar- 
row, striped materials would make 
them seem higher and should not 
be used. They may be made to ap- 
pear lower by a valance or a ruffle, 
across the top and with bands

Tho Don Quixotic hunt for n world 


court disnssoeiidod from Iho League of 
Nations poos merrily on. 
In this ohival- 


rous quest the knights-errant, clad in tho 
clanking armor of -isolation, battlo val- 
iantly with windmills. 
Last week Son- 


ntor L-odpe engaged in n desperate hand- 
to-hand encounter with the enemies of 
American liberty in. bc'hftlf of a fantastic 
child of his fertile intellect—a strictly 
made-in-New England world court. Tho 
master minds looked it over carefully but 
were skeptical tipon its selling qualities, 
particularly in foreign markets. Comes 
now forward Senator Pepper of Pennsyl- 
vania with a compromise proposal mid- 
way or thereabouts between tho Lodge 
suckling and the court already set up 
and healthily functioning. 


Senator Pepper has the clever idea of 


creating an election machinery exactly 
the same as that now used with a dif- 
ferent name. He*would'have the council 
and assembly members of the League fill 
vacancies to the court, but under the 
title of "council and assembly of elec- 
tion." respectively and severally. The dif- 
ference between his plan and what is, is 
that the electors now act as individuals, 
having no connection with the League. 
Mr. Pepper's discovery is one that could 
be made only by a legal mind of such 
fine distinction as that proverbially cre- 
dited to Pennsylvania.

KEEP THB VALVES CLEAN' 


Although It Is Impossible to grind the heart valves 


smooth again when they've becomo roughened or 
distorted nnd leaky n,i the result of a post endo 
cardltls (lnflnm:oatioii of the lining meinbrajio of 
tho hoarl). such damaged valves do not 
mean 


scrapping the engine. 
Sometimes 
they actually 


wear smooth again In the course of n. few years— 
yes, they certainly do, though I would not have 
admitted this untll'I saw It happen. But even 
though ono subject to valvular Jeoka^ro cannot 
pect such extraordinary pood fortune, tho heart la a 
wonderful engina and as a general rule It has 
enough ^reserve power to compensate an ordinary 
leakage 'nnd maintain, a fairly efficient circulation, 
provided tho owner treats his heart right. 


At each contraction or beat tho heart pumps 


something like three ounces of blood. Suppose the 
mitral valve is damaged and leaky—this is the valve 
between the loft auricle and: left ventricle, and that 


the one most frequently affected—and that a 


backward leakage of a third of an, ounco of blood 
occurs with each beat. That leaves the general 
circulation shy a little over ten per centum of Its 
regular quota of blood, and a' little deficiency like 
that is scarcely perceptible until some extraordin- 
ary strain falls on the heart, say an attack of pneu- 
monia or appendicitis or the onset of chronic bus- 
ness prosperity. Tho reserve power of tho heart 
can readily absorb a moderate leakage, but of 
course such waste of power leaves the heart In poor 
condition to cope with a heavy strain of any kind'. 


Any valvular leakage, under Intelligent manage- 


ment, will bo automatically compensated by an in- 
creased muscular development of the heart, so that 
each beat pumps something more than tho normal 
three ounces of blood, enough more to make up f°r 
:hat which leaks back through the damaged valve. 
This is accomplished at the expense of tho reserve 
power, however. There Is a certain limit to the pow- 
er of any hoart; Jet us say the ordinary function of 
the heart uses power from A to E in quantity; then 
t has power from E to K which it can fall back on 
n an emergency. From E to K is the reserve pow- 
er. With a compensated valve leakage, the ordin- 
ary heart function draws on the power from A to 


leaving- a smaller reserve power H to K to de- 


pend off in emergencies. But it is possible to in- 
:rease the reserve power of even tho leaking heart 
by training. Just as an athlete Increases the general 
reserve power of his muscles (including the heart 
muscle itself) by training-. This Is the aim and ob- 
iect of medical treatment in, valvular disease, and 
by medical treatment I mean not only the use 
of medicines but the use of rest, graduated exercise, 
hydrotherapy and other remedial agents. The test 
of the most dangerous kind of ignorance in respect 
o heart disease is the pure assumption that the "or- 
dinary doctor" can do nothing- more than prescribe 
medicines for such cases, and that one must con- 
sult some kind of specialist or some new-fangled 
style of healer in order to get treatment other than 
drugs.

caees of heroism, about which we hear 
nothing,—unknown 
heroee who do 


not receive the 
>»raise of 
men, but 


who surely will have the favor of God. 


Tho one great need of this day Is 


for men who win be heroic in all 
walks of life. Men In business, who 
will say XO, to any 
suggestion of 


double dealing, men in. political life 
who will be 
actuated by principal, 


rather than by policy, men In the 
church who will stand openly for the 
truth. There Is in most of us a ca- 
pacity for sacrifice. The best hero- 
ism may not be on the battlefield, 
where it- Is easy to bo brave due to 
the surroundings, but In private life, 
when no one is looking on, and when 
no one eeoma to care; -when victory 
brings no applause: when there is no 
vision to Inspire; -when only the or- 
dinary routine of life confronts us. 


A HERO FOB PRINCIPLE 


There IB one story In "the Bible that 


always appeals to us, for the reason 
that It has in It this element of the 
heroic, John the Baptist was in the 
prison cell in the castle of Macberus. 
because he dared to tell the king- that 
he was living- Illegitimately with an- 
other man's wife. John lost his head 
because of hi« fidelity to the truth. 
That was courage and heroism of the 
highest type. 


And then think of Jesus Himself. 


All that He had to xlo to avoid the 
crofB, was to take back some of the 
things that He had said, but to His 
everlasting credit. He takes nothing 
back, but marches to the place of 
death, with such consecrated courage 
and heroism that the world has been 
marvelling ever since 


During- the' Spanish-American -war. 


Richmond P. Hobson gained consid- 
erable honor and glory th.-ough his 
feat of sinking: the Merrlmac in the 
Bay of Santiago, for the purpose of 
holding Cevera and his fleet in the 
harbor. In the face of a terrible fire 
of shot and shell from Spanish g-uns, 
the Merrimac ran into the narrow 
channel, where it was swung- across 
and anchored. Then Lieutenant 
son blew holes in the bottom of the 
ship, and with hie seven men took to 
tho boat. They first made an effort 
to row out of,tlio liirbor and reeialn 
the American fleet, but soon realized 
that that meant certain death to all.

'One ol the blgywst b«lp« food archl- 


tcctural eervico give« a home builder 
Is freedom from "draufhty" rooms: 
rooms where one sits on a chilly Sun- 
day morning1 with one's f«et ne*t th« 
nlzzllnpr nullntor, while the "draught" 
Keems to ruatle the morning news In 
one's hands and Rend unpleasant shiv- 
ers up and down one's spine. 


Most everyone can remember at 


least one houso of this type. 
They 


are ntlll built; hundreds of them every 
year. The ornate "gingerbread" ef- 
fects In m'llwork are, no longer used. 
TKe big chilly hallways . have (cone: 
but the "draughts" remain. House* 
poorly designed and poorly built are 
just as uncomfortable and burn just 
as much coal today as did their coun- 
terparts of 20 years ago. 
They are 


still the wastrels of America and they 
cost u.i hundreds of carloads of coal 
as well as many morning of discom- 
fort every year. 


The most common causes of draugh- 


ty and cold houses are. uninsulated 
walls, no caulking around window 
frames, lack of "beam fills" at foun- 
dation line. Incorrectly placed radla- 
. tors and uninsulated roofs. Let us 
analyze1 the first of these two Items: 


Insulation of walls and roof means 


placing oom« heavy 
insulation be- 


tween or on the studding on all out- 
side walls and. scrota the celling: 
Joist*. 
This 
insulation 
contain* 


thousands of tiny a'r cells which 
make a barrier to tho passage of heat 
or cold through wallf and roof. 


SETS IIP DRAUGHT 
, 


Th* cold which travels through un- 


protected walls chills the air next to 
the wall. Cold air settles and heated 
air rises, setting up a circulation of 
draught with, tho air near the radi- 
ator rising rapidly and traveling along 
tho celling 
up the staircase and on 


out through the room and the old air 
traveling down the outside walls and 
along the floors. Insulation prevents 
this circulation by confining the air 
cells in tiny particles within the tex- 
ture of the material itself. 


Insulation should be covered In the 


specifications. For the outside walls 
and celling it should be tough and 
durable so that it will »tay put as 
long as the house stands. Some man- 
ufacturer* guarantee 
this for their 


material. 


Kach Job should be carefully in- 


spected after the insulation Is applied. 
Make sure every sheet runs the whole 


distance from/the bottom 0111 to the 
top plat*. See that the place* over 
and between the windows and doors 
are as carefully lined as the larger 
space*. Mak'e euro that the top story 
celling or the roof !s lined In the 
•am* way, and by a material Just a* 
sound an that used for the side wall*. 


This part of the house Is going to 


be completely covered by plaster and 
it is -essential that insulating mate- 
rial bo properly applied. 
REQUIRES EXPERT ATTENTION 
The other Items of caulking around 


window frames, filling in with mason- 
ry between the joists where- they rest 
on the wall, and placing the radiators 
where they should be. must be fol- 
lowed through with proper care a» to 
detail* to assure a house that will be 
easy to get warm and' which will stay 
warm. Ldke every other thing of this 
kind about small house construction, 
there are problems of materials and 
workmanship that must be in the 
hands of experts. 


In these days when fuel costs are 


high, it Is worth while to give study 
and attention to anything that will 
assist In lowering heating expense. 
A well Insulated house not only keeps 
down fuel costs, 
but it keeps out 


draughts. 
The cause* of most cold 


houses is due to faulty insulation, or 
no insulation. It will pay therefore, 
to study the matter of Insulation, 
how. 
when and where to use It. 


FOUR THINGS TO IX)OK OUT FOR 


•Besides wall Insulation, there are a 


number of construction practices that 
make for a good, snug draughtless 
home. Check them up. and see that 


the homo building job 1* not neglected 
in any onn of them. 
First, the "beam fill." 
This simply 


means that the space between the 
floor Joints at the foundation line 1* 
filled with concrete. H cuts oft the 
actual leakage 
of air at this point 


and stops, to come extent, cold floors 
and draught*. 


Second, caulking around window 


frames and door jaraba. See that all 
jsmbg and frames are stuffed careful- 
ly. 
Scarp pieces of Insulation or 


oakum make a very satisfactory pack- 
ing. This takes little tlm«. yet it 
saves many' a chilly evening when 
the winds are seeking out every crack 
and crevice to enter your house. 


Third, correct placing of register* 


or radiators. If a hou»e Is well built, 
and a good, efficient insulation lines 
the outside walls, thero need never be 
such a thing ss a "old room." an "un- 
heatnble hall," or a similar bugaboo. 
With this protection in outside wall* 
any good engineer or heating contrao 
tor can so place and proportion his ra- 
diation that no one room will be colder 
or warmer than the rest of the house. 


Fourth, insulation for the roof. This 


is. porhap*. the biggest single item in 
insuring the comfort and economy of 
a 'home. Heat rises and seeks to es 
cape at the top story ceiling. If no 
Insulation stops it, this heat Is lost. 
Furthermore, a circulation Is set up 
with the heat rising from the lower 
floor and the cold falling along the 
walls to the lower leve. This causes 
draughts, cold floors and uneven heat. 
It wastes fuel and makes it necessary 
to force the furnace. 


Do not get the idea that in order 


to con*erve heat in the. house It i* 
necesMury only to build 
the walls 


soundly. The windows and doors lone 
muh more hwit.than the wall*. 
Kv- 


erybody ha* noticed how. in cold wea- 
ther, the wind blown in around the 
edge* of the windows! A* the build- 
ing MTW the windows become more 
looee. 
Cooling of th» air In rooms 


from thl* cause can be avoided by put- 
ting on approved wenther stripping 
or well fitted storm sash. Tho effi- 
ciency-of both storm sash and weather 
stripping 
has been 
clearly shown. 


The effect to save loss of heat across 
the window glaps. Everybody knows 
that in very nev««re weather pulling 
dowri the shades will help to k«>ep the 
room* liveable and that Is the way 
•torm sash acts. 


Build well, insulate tho walls—In 


any case at leant the upper story: fit 
the windows with storm sanh or wea- 
ther stripping; and tho profits will be 
found in reduced coal bills.

Every 
large bank, real estate organiza- 
tion, and other institutions of a like 
nature are doing everything in their 
power to assist

homo, owner. Both directly and in- 
directly the home owner is a val- 
uable asset to the bank and the 
community. 


Building and Loan Idea. 


The Building and Loan Assocla 


lion is essentially a co-operative or- 
ganization, and is known by differ 
ent names throughout the various 
states of the union—such as "Co- 
operative Bankers," 
Loan Associations,'' 


'Building and 


"Homestead 


Associations" 
and 
"Saving 
and 


Loan Associations." .Based on the 
present method of operation, the 
last name designated is more accu- 
rate nnd should be in universal use. 
Lack of uniformity, however, has 
led to the use of all of the above 
names and consequent confusion. 
There is no financial connection be- 
tween the local building and loan 
associations throughout the conn 
try. therefore, the adoption of one 
name for all seems impossible. 


The functions of the building and 


loan associations are two-fold: 


irjrSl_To teach thrift and syste- 


matic saving of money. 


Second—To encourage its mem- 


bers to own their homes. 


Under tho first function, the sav- 


ing members of the association are 
provided with a n'ace where they 
can deposit from time to time such 
amounts of money, either small or 
large, as they are able to save from 
their incomes. 
Under the second 


plan the co-operating members are 
enabled to secure loans to-aid them 
in the building or buying or im- 
proving of a home, repaying the 
principal and interest in small 


has boon passed for the last 2." 
years. There is scarcely any other 
form of investment by whicli small 
savings can be made to draw in- 
terest at so profitable a rate. By 
binding himself together with many 
other members an Individual Is en- 
abled to invest a very small amount 
In n first mortgage or deed of trust, 
at the same high security and the 
'same rate of income as the person 
who has thousands of dollars to 
invest. A iiH'inber of the associa- 
tion has advantages over the indi- 
vidual who invests his own money, 
Irrespective of the amount to be in- 
vested. He is saved all the bother 
of the Investment, cost of time, 
trouble and expense. looking after 
the collection of interest, and at 
maturity of the collection of the 
principal. He is saved the bother 
of seeing that the_ insurance is kept 
In force, taxi's aiid assessments on 
the premises paid and prepaid, and 
is saved the worry and trouble 
should the borrower die and the 
consequent litigation of any kind 
that might be necessary in the set- 
tlement of the estate. These and 
many more advantages are experi- 
enced by the member of the asso- 
ciation. 


The single investor, who is not a 


member of fhe association usually 
experiences some difficulty hi rein- 
vesting his money promptly after 
thp mortgage is paid at maturity. 
This lapse of time means that his 
money is not drawing interest. By 
the association plan he would not 
only have the advantage of his 
money earning compound interest, 
hut would not have his funds tied 
up and would have the availability 
of a bank account with the safety 
of a first mortgage security. 
This 


while enjoying all the advantages 
of a high interest yield.

I'eople are generally more or less 


familiar with the general warranty 
deed. Its purposes are fairly well 
understood, but it is rather surpris- 
ing to know the number of people 
who do not know the prime essen- 
tials of the deed, nor the steps that 
are necessary to be taken when 
they receive a deed. 


The warranty deed has for Us 


purpose that of conveying the entire 
title to the designated real estate 
held by a certain person or persons 
to certain other person or persons, 
and it guarantees to them and to 
their successors in title, the full, 
uninterrupted and peaceable posses- 
sion of the property against all in- 
trusion or violation. 
It is very 


necessary as well as important that 
the name of the grantor or grantors 
in the deed should be exactly the 
same as expressed in the deed 
whereby he or they acquire the 
property being conveyed. 


If an individual acquires title to 


a certain property in one name, and 
for any reason, such name has been 
changed, by marriage or otherwise, 
such 
change 
should be 
clearly 


stated. Also the husband or wife 
of the grantor or grantors, depend- 
ing on the case, should sign the 
deed for the purpose of releasing 
dower. 
If the grantor ts unmar- 


ried, that fact should be clearly in- 
dicated, as otherwise it would ap- 
pear in the abstract of the title to 
that particular property as a defect 
in the title. 
The deed must be signed by each 


and all the grantors, as well as their 
husbands or wives, in th? presence 
of two witnesses, not parties to the 
deed 
Each signature must also be 


acknowledged before a notary pub- 
lic, iustice of HIP peace or other 
official who is authorized to take 
acknowledgements. 


Quit-Claim Deed. 


A quit-claim deed is one in which 


the -rantor merely transfers ami 
relinquishes t» thp grantcp what 
ever right or claims IIP may 
«u 


might have in such property de 
scribed without reciting Hint he ha: 
anv claim therein and without ob 
ligatlng himself in any manner 
shape or form to give the grautei 
the possession of said premises 01 
to protect him in his rights therein 
It is executed in the same inamie' 
and with the same sort of fnnnalit.x 
as the warranty deed.

This is a mistake 
An abstract of tit IP is untiring mori 
nor less than a copy of, or an ex 
trad from, the records, showing tin. 
history of such real estate. 15y Ihi 
is meant, the various transactions 
in which this particular piece <> 
real estate has figured.- It ma.v 
show a jierfectly pood title or 
ii 


may show, on the other hand, that 
fhe title is not. good, and il«s pur 
pose, therefore, is to secure the rec- 
ord or history of said real estate in 
a short and concise form for Hie 
purpose of examination. 


General Appearance. 


One common form starts with the 


heading describing tins land ab- 
stracted. Then, beginning with the 
grant from the t'nited States which 
includes the premises abstracted, 
sections 
follow 
which 
show in 


chronological order each transferor 
said property from one person to 
another, or by deed, will, court pro 
cedure or other mode of convey 
anoe. 
Kach section is devoted to 


one particular transfer and sets out 
the important and essential points 
of the deed or other'instrument or 
instruments by which the property 
is conveyed. 


If any defects in the instrument 


of conveyance exist, or anv such 
instruments are missing, such facts 
must be clearly set forth in the 
abstract. 


Following the deeds and other in- 


struments of conveyance are usually 
sections devoted to recorded mort- 
gages that have been placed against 
said property and reciting whether 
such mortgages have been satisfied 
and canceled. 


Incases are next covered—show- 


ing whether they have expired, 
been canceled or ;ire still in force 
and effect, or if there have been no 
leases, a recitation to that effect. 


Sections are 
then devoted to 


showing the mechanic's liens, pend- 
ing suits, living judgments and for- 
eign executions, if any, giving de- 
tails in e:ich case which would en- 
able a person examining the ab- 
stract to determine whether they 
are now. or may become at a later 
date, liens on the premises or prop- 
erty. 


Taxes and sucb assessments then 


are shown, followed by the certi- 
cate of the abstractcr that he has 
examined the official record' in the 
county and that the abstract shows 
every instrument of record affect- 
ing the. title to said premises or 
property as shown in the indexes 
in the various county offices. 
H 


does no) show instruments not of 
record, nor is it. on the other hand, 
an opinion of the title. 


From the foregoing short descrip- 


tion of an abstract and its purpose, 
it.will be readily seen that in all 
cases an abstract should he made 
by someone who is thoroughly fa- 
niiliar with the laws of convey:mc. 
ing and the transferring the title 
and real estate. He should also be 
familiar with the methods of re- 
cording and indexing the various 
instruments of conveyance, etc.. in 
order that all instruments may be 
readily found, if on record, and any 
defects of the instruments properly 
noted. 


It will be readily understood that 


it is of extreme importance that all 
conveyance or other instrument; 
pertai'ning t«> real estate are prop- 
erly drawn ami recorded, and that 
finally it is of absolute necessity t« 
have-" your abstract tho.irughly ex 
amined to make sure that your title 
is clear so that you will have no 
trouble in case y-u wish to sell. 


few of the principles governing bar* 
mony. but owing to a lack of com- 
plete knowledge have misapplied 
these principles. This is made clear 
by the fact that In selecting colors 
many people feel that harmony of 
color implies a choice of colors ot 
it very similar nature. 


one woman of the writer's no, 


quaintaiico invariably dresses in 
brown.

All colors in the spectrum can be 


mad.- from the three so-called pri- 
mary colors—red, blue and yellow. 
The artist in painting the most • 
elaborate canvas imaginable uses 
but the three colors. No bit of color 
on his canvas but what contains at 
least a trace of the otJior two colors : 
and nc\er does he use any one of 
the three colors in its raw form. 
From the artist's standpoint some 
if the most beautiful and harmoni- 
ous effects imaginable are produced 
ivhen dealing in so-called romple- 
nentary colors. By this we mean 
•olors whicli, if mixed together in 
lie right proportions would pro- 
Juce a neutral gray. 


Secondary colors can be made by 


nixing the primaries. Thus, orange. 


a secondary color composed by 


ni.xinjr red and yellow. Purple is a 
secondary color composed by mix- 
ng red and bine; green by mixing 
due and yellow. The mixture of 
ilue and yellow, producing a sec- 
ondary color, green, is complemen- 
:iry to the primary! red. 
If the 


red is composed of the proper 


mount of both tlie yellow and the 
)Iue then the red in this case is in 
>erfoct harmony with the green, 
Ithotigb it is practically, if not ex- 
ctly. its complement. A raw red 
vhich has none of' the yellow or 
ione of the blue in it would be out 
f harmony with the green. 
Another example will serve to il- 


ustrate the meaning still further, 
'urple. which is made from a mix- 
lire of blue and red. will be a 0,0111- 
'lement to yellow, but to make the 
•ellow in perfect harmony with the 
urple. the yellow must contain a 
•ertain amount of both red and 
lue. 
By bearing these fundamentals 


n mind and "using the colors care- 
'ully. you can be assured of abso- 
ute harmon;: even though you may 


•rk :i perfect riot of color. This 
why we so often hear the ex- 


pression, "Nature'always deals in 
larmonies." -Nature left-to her--...

fectly, keeping the rawness of the

loors insures in every case at least 
IIP common Color, blue being in all 
other colors.
